The attention of all coastal the District Collectors in the state is invited to the references cited and they are 
informed that the Government of India decided to provide Indentity Cards for the eligible Citizens in the country 
with a view to provide credible Identity to the individuals as well as enhancing the security set- up in the country. 
The Government has given formal approval to the scheme to be implemented in the first phase in 3331 villages in 
the coastal villages of 9 maritime States and 4 Union Territories . This includes all the coastal villages of 9 coastal 
Districts in the State. 


2 . As the National Population Register (NPR ) would be prepared under the Citizenship (Registration of Citizens 
and issue of National Identity Cards) Rule , 2003 under Rule 3 (4 ), the Principal Secretary, Government, Home 
Department, in the capacity of State Co -ordinator for this project , informs the hierarchy of this project as follows :

3 . For creation of database for the used residents in the coastal villages, a frameofhouseholdswill be prepared 
through House - listing Operations followed by data entry of individual particulars electronically . The entire operation 
will be executed by the Sub - District Registrar of Citizen Registration under the supervision of District Registrar of 
Citizen Registration and will be Monitered by the Officers and Officials of the Directorate of Census Operations, 
Andhra Pradesh , Hyderabad and Office of the Registrar General and Census Commissioner, India , New Delhi. In 
this regard , necessary guidelines, Training , field material, etc ., will be provided to the field functionaries by the 
Directorate of Census Operations, Andhra Pradesh , Hyderabad . However, the technical support required for the 
implementation of the Project will be provided by the ECIL a premier CPSU (Central Public Sector Undertaking) in 
the country . 


4 . In light of the above , the Tahsildars of the Coastal Mandals shall appoint Enumerators from the Teaching 
Community working in the Govt. Schools & Other Govt. Officials in the Coastal Villages of their respectiveMndals 
to take up the field work by following the guidelines of the Directorate of Census Operations, Andhra Pradesh . 
Since , this is of National Importance , proper quality shall be maintained at all levels and further, the functionaries 
associated with this NPR Coastal ID Project shallbe in continuous touch with the Directorate of Census Operations, 
A . P., Hyderabad . The Tahsildars in the capacity of SDRCR shall review the Progress regularly and communicate the 
same to their respective DRCR . 


5 . It is further informed that suitable honorarium will be paid by the Government of India to all the field 
functionaries associated with this Project. Therefore , they are requested to extend the fullest co - operation for smooth 
and proper execution of the NPR Coastal ID Project work .
